Then we came back to the Park, 
when we got there we jumped off 
the cars and ran over the side of the 
hill g ithering winter-greens of which 
there were a great many. 

Oh! I forgot something, it is this, I 
forgot to tell who were with us, all 
the Indian boys and girls, the Chiefs 
who are visiting us, the teachers, the 
College Band and some invited friends 
from town. 

Well, to continue my story, when 
we got tired we all gathered in the 
band stand and had some music by the

band then we had dinner, we had 
coffee and sand-wiches of course, 
crackers, strawberries, and ice cream. 

After dinner we went back on the 
band stand and had lots of music and 
dancing, until the train came to take 
us home, where we were very glad to 
Ko, :»s it was raining.

When I was ten years old in Indian 
Territory, I commenced to kill buffalo 
calves, shooting them with bow and 
arrows, and then when I grew up 
about fourteen years old, I had killed 
big buffalo good many.

At my old home in Indian Territory 1 
would go out and search for birds, and 
when I hart found them I shot tlicm 
with bow and arrows, I had to Kill 
many of them. When I was a little 
boy I would like swimming very 
much and I had to catch a great many 
the turtles in the water, that time i 
was very glad to catch it and we go^ 
to eat the turtles. W'heii I was 13 
ye irs old my father he took me to war 
atainst the Pawnees, I was sick and 
I could not good sleep every night 
but every day I anxious to go back 
h(»me in Indian camp.

They gave us the paper they write 
and then we take it to the printing- 
office and print it. We want to show 
the people how they can do. Some 
have been going to school hut a few 
months and some have been going to 
school for several years and they can 
do most everything now. This little 
paper we print everybody thinks is 
so funny and sometimes they laugh at 
it. We do sometimes laugh at it be¬ 
cause it is so small. 

We will try to make it good, so 
everybody will want to read it and 
will give ns twenty-five cents a year 
for it. We will print it every month. 

VISITORS FROM HARRISBURG. 

Only a few days ago some gentle¬ 
man and ladies came from Harrisburg 
to visit this School. Thev went in 


all the school rooms and saw the 
Indian children reciting and reading 
out loud and behaving themselves. 
They saw that the Indians are learn¬ 
ing something. When they had 
looked at all the school rooms they 
went to the printing office and there 
we were at work. When they saw 
the little paper we are printihg they 
said, “0 did the Indian boys write 
that themselves. Miss Burgess told 
them they wrote it themselves. 

Then they wanted to take some of 
the papers. We were very glad to 
give them a few copies. When they 
read that this paper is twenty-five 
cents a year, eleven of them said put 
down our names. We want to say 
Thank you. 


Capt Pratt told the boys they were are 
all going to have vacation pretty soon 
and he told them that they were go¬ 
ing to camp in the wood and stay 
there for three weeks. All the boys 
are very happy. They think about it 
all the time. We think that will be 
very nice and we will have lots of 
play. Capt. told them to make bowg 
and arrows when they go there. 

Wo have a now boy in the printing 
office. His name is Ellis. He is a very 
good bright boy. He and I go there 
every evening just after school. We 
work very hard. One month we get 
only 82.fi0. This 1k).v says h* likes to 
1*0 s printer.

—We print this paper for the boys 
and girls at this school, and for any 
body else who would like to read 
alx)ut what we are doing. 

—Miss Hyde went to her Home. She 
wants to stay tl\ere for a little while. 
She is coming back again. All the 
the girls like her very much and the

This afternoon Juno 10th Miss 
Semple'#ent down to Hampton to 
visit the Hampton school children. 
Miss Mather went too and Mrs 
Pratt. They will stay only one day 
at Hampton. 

—^Roman Nose and Koba are learn¬ 
ing to make tin cups. They can make 
very good cups. They can not only 
make cups but other things too. 

They can make pails and pans. 

They are the best tinners among the 
boys. 

—Coleman sisters came here two 
times to play banjo and horn. They 
play very nicely and all the children 
like the music very much. Some 
boys say “0 I like the music I wish 
they could come and play on the 
bapjo again”. We think they will 
come sometime again. 

—Every Sunday evening we have 
prayer meeting. Capt Pratt reads in 
the Biblft, and talks good talk for a 
little while; then some boys pray and 
sometimes one boy says something 
good to the other boys and girls, and 
they toll the boys to pray to our 
Father in heaven and He will help us 
to be good. 

—On Friday evening sometimes a 
few boys make a speech. Big boys 
make their own speeches. Littls 
boys sometimes are afraid and can 
not make a good speech,but even the 
small hoys are learnine how.

A SPEECH DELIVERED BY CHAS. 
OHETOINT, BEFORE THE 
STUDENTS, IN OUR 
CHAPEL. 

My friends we are very glad to see 
yon here, we are many tribes here* 
we come together here from the far 
West. Here we have learned about 
the good way. 

I speak to you a few words about 
all the good things I have learned 
from the white people, you must try 
to follow the white man’s road, that 
way is the better way for you. I 
suppose you have heard about us, I 
have been away from our old home 
about five years. We went to Florida, 
there I first began to learn something 
about the good way, and I find 
Indians road very hard, so I thought 
I will never walk the Indian road 
any more, and I want you all to do 
the same. 

Do not walk in the Indian road 
any more. Now the other best thing 
I have learned from the Bible about 
God who made me and who made you 
and who takes care of us all and his 
Son Jesus who died for us, and if we 
love him and are good men he will 
make us happy and when we die he 
will take us to his home in Heaven. 

So I want you to love and to pray 
to God in all of your thoughts, and he 
will help you and I will pray for you 
every day and ask Him to make you 
good. 


A LETTER BY AN APPRENTICE- 
This is a very pleasant morning, 
the sun is shining very bright’ 

In this school there are many dif¬ 
ferent tribes going to school. Some of 
these boys are learning to read and 
write very fast. And another thing 
they are learning they can make a 
speech in the chapel. 

I am learning how to print papers. 
Every morning and evening I go 
there to the printing office and work 
a little and when the school bell rings 
I go to school. I am both trying to 
read and write well. I can set one 
stick full in a day. I like the trade I 
am learning. Few days ago Sioux 
chiefs were here to see their children 
at Carlisle School, they were very 
glad to see them, and w’ere glad to 
see so many different tribes. S. T.

I can not write much 
you write to me. Good-afternoon 
Your friend, Frank Twist.

To the editor of the School Nkws: 

The American Indian, learns to use 
two things very quickly, which he 
has not of his own. That is to utter 
an oath, and to use intoxicating drink, 
but there is not a W(,rd in any Indian’ 
language, by v^hicli even |he 
Blightest disrespect totl)e Great S] irit 
can be expressed. He never inv. nt- 
ed any intoxicating drink. W ile 
bis highly favored race, tJiat claim to 
have tike Divine revelation conbiining 
the purest moral precept, breathe out 
fearful curses against his God, md 
Saviour, that freely indulge in 'in- 
toxicating drink, and induce the 
Indian to partake of it in order ft 
cheat him out of hia^king, and firs 
But now the Tudians have a be-ter 
chance than they ever bad before, and 
hffve more friends among the wl ite 
people, who are willing to lielp the 
Indians more than before. So the 
Indians need always to be kind to the 
people of these United States.

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EDITORIAL 

Some wliite folks say that the 
Indians do not know anything and 
can’t learn anything, but the Indians 
are learning something. Great many 
of the white folks never read about 
the Indians and they do not know 
anything alxnit us, but sometimes 
they talk bad about us and they say 
that the Indians have no brains to 
think with and they cant learn any¬ 
thing. Sometimes they say Iftdiai.s 
can not be civili7.ed. Maybe those 
white folks don’t know anvthing. 
Great many white people are wi.ling 
to help the Indians and to make them 
civilized so that they can make their 
own living. If those other i)copIe 
would only come here to Carlisle 
school they would find something 
hero that the Indians have done and 
see all the fields that they have 
cultivated, and if they would go out 
to Indian Territory and visit some of 
the Indians there who are like the 
white people—Chorokees, Chickasaws 
and Choctaws, who have their own 
houses and their own farms, who can 
do most anything, they would [soon 
change their minds and never say 
anymore that the Indians are not 


worth anything. If every Indian boy 
and girl were in school it would not 
take long to civilize all the Indians. 
The reason it takes so long is because 
Washington does not give enough 
money to put all the Indian children 
in school. White people put their 
children to school when they are 
young. We know the white children 
learn very fast because they go to 
school every day and that is the rea^ 
son they know much, and w'hen they 
grow up to be men they know all 
about everything. If Washington 
would only give enough to put all 
the Indian children in school, Indians 
would soon l>e civilized. That is so 
what John Downing says on our first 
page; “Indians have more friends 
among the white people who are will¬ 
ing to help the Indians now than 
ever before”. Now’ if Washington 
would tell all the Indian boys and 
girls to go to school and if they would 
stay in school until they know some¬ 
thing, until they know how to work 
and road and write, in thirty years the 
Indians would not be much like they 
are now they would know about the 
white man’s road and they would 
make their own houses. When alt 
the Indians are civilized why they 
can make cars and do most anything. 

—Sixty of the large l>oys have gone 
to camp down to Warm Spring’ 
When the boys come back then the 
girls and the other tM)ys are going. 
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—Our friend White Breast is here. 
He says he was very glad to see us. 
He is going home down to Hampton 
when he gets tired of staying here. 

—About ten boys are learning how 
to sing bass. Every evening they 
went in the Chapel to sing bass. Miss 
Mather is teaching them how to sing 
bass. 

—Threq^^oys are learning how to 
blow bugle. Owen knows how to blow 
it very weir*’ They march the guard 
to the guard house every morning. 
They play bugle as they march to¬ 
gether. 

—We have good many new names 
down in the book, but it is not full 
yet. If you write to Samuel Townsend, 
Carlisle Barracks, Pa. and put in your 
letter twenty five cents, you will get 
our little pajwr for one year. 

—Our old ■ friend John Downing 
from Normal School Hampton, Va., 
is here to see his friends iVom the 
Indian Territory, and he says “ These 
are all very nice girls and boys.” He 
is going to stay here alsiut one month, 
then he is going to Philadelphia. 


—Sometime ago a boy and his sister 
came here to Carlisle school. In the 
evening when all the children were 
in the chapel the boy made a speech. 
His name is George Gibbs. His sister 
piayed on the piano for the children 
her name is Aline Gibbs. George’s 
si>eech was very nice. I liked it. 

—One day last week Mason took us 
in the town. We walked through the 
streets, then we went to the printing 
office. M'e saw those men printing, 
0! big papers. We stayed there about 
one hour. When we had seen all the 
things they tiad we went to the next 
printing office and those men were 
printing papers too. We came home 
in evening, after having a nice time. 

— On June 29th six of the colored 
people came here to Carlisle School. 
All the School children and teachers 
went in the Chapel. These colored 
people went in the Chapel too. They 
began to sing. One ot them could 
play on the piano and the rest all 
sing. 0, they sang very nicely. All 
the children were very much pleased 
to hear them sing and the teachers 
were pleased and so was Capt. Pratt 
very glad too. He said sometime he 
would let them come again and sing 
for us. I think those colored people 
sang al>out eight nine or ten pieces.

11' all the Indians had an education 
liko some wliites they would be wise 
and have great minds to think, 
bonio men can make telegraijli anil 
some can make steani-eiigiiie and some 
can make steam-boats but some white 
people and Inilians too likes to lay 
around and sleep and to swear and 
do bad things. It is right to have 
Indians educated and to have the 
white people educated too. Bchoo* 
houses shopld always be in every 
place. If wo had no school houses 
and no books we would not know 
uuything from books and wo would 
not think much, we would have very 


little minds to think with. 

Some white people get offonded be¬ 
cause Uoveruiiieiit gives the Indians 
education. Some people don’t liko 
to have Indian edueated because tliey 
hate them and the people that do not 
like the Indians to have an education 
do not know anything alioiit what is 
good for people they have little brains 
to think with. Jlaiiy of the white 
people are willing to give the Indians 
a good education. If the Indians had 
more chance they would soon learn 
lujw to do most everything like the 
whites. . .

liriscd wher tho man ;got into tho 
cage. 1 thought tho iion wouid kili 
him but iio did not. Tho man talked 
to him and ho lay down besido tho 
man. ^^•hen tlio tents wore li.ved 
everything was li.ved they took ali 
the animals in tho other tent whoro 
tho horses were performing. I uover 
saw a show- like that before it was 
very nice. It was twelve o’ clock, at 
noon boys all came lioiiie for their 
dinner. After dinner some of them 
w ent back. It wits .oU cents to go in 
and see tho show. Jsuiiie of tho boys 
had some money and wc gave tho 
man the money and iie gave us tho 
tickets thou we went in the tent anti 
got a good seat.

He tell us about work and to he goo<l 
men and good women and I will he 
very glad to sc'o my friends when 
they come here to see this Carlisle 
scluH)!. When I wjw at camp wo 
went to the mountains some girls got 
lost up the hill. I w'ould like to see 
my teacher Mi.ss Cutter very much 
and I like her very much. She will 
come l»ack in a few days. I have 
been to school about f(»ur years at 
Indian Territny and I like to live 
like white people. 

MY DEAR FrTenH:— 

We was all out to camp in the w’o«m1s 
and w'e had a nicy tinm. Now we 
have come back to (Wlisle Barracks 
and now we must w(*rk. In the 
evening we all drill. 

Some of the boys arc learning 


trades and making little money and 
that is very nice and after the l^)y8 
learn their trades and go home they 
will make more money and all the 
boys are all well now. Some of the

I stopped in 
Caldwvll a few minutes witli the 
Cheyenne young men and they spoke 
to me w heie 1 was going I told them 
tliat I was going to Cheyenne and 
.\rapahoe agency. Then after I was 
tlirough, 1 took mail wagon to Chey¬ 
enne agency, Darlington 

I had arrived at (dieyenne and 
Arapahoe agency at ten o ch«-k A. IM 
I was very innch pCased to see my 
father lirothei*s and sisters and uncles 
Cousins and all iny relatives, also 
they |wcr(‘ very happ.v to see me. 
I staid in Darlington throe weeks I 
lode^my hors<'ev»‘ry day and I traveled 
all anmnd the Imiiaii camps when 1 
stayed theic I was very tire<l. All 
the Cheyenne i-hiefs and young men, 
I s))oke to them al»ont the g(»od ways 
of tlie w hit(». 1 told them all about 
the Indian children at Carlisle Ihir- 
racks Pa. I ttdd the.m what they had 
learned here at schotd and at work all 
the ( 'heyenno chiefs wore very ghul 
tohearthat Capt. Pratt has taken 
good can? oftlm Indian children here. 
All the Clieyenne ehi«*fs and .Xiajiahoe 
chi(*fsthey thought ('ajit. Pratt a great 
and good man. i t<dd them (..'apt. 
Pratt is great man and I know his 
heart is true and faithful. I asked all

EUTOKIAL. 

S<Diie ludians don’t want to be 
ignorant they want to know sonie- 
tiiing. They want to know about 
tlie things what the while men do. 
Indians can’t learn anytliiug without 
some wise people teaching them so 
the people of the United States must 
give the Indians more help and give 
them more education. They can’t 
do the things like the white people 
because the white people have more 
knowledge but the Indians have not 
this kind of knowledge. The Indians 
are igno...ut. Some of them are try¬ 
ing to Know something. They put 
themselves among the white people. 
Some of them have thrown away the 
things they used to wear and wear 
now tlie white people’s things. Only 
a few tribes are using paints and 
wearing blankets and other things 
but some other tribes have thrown 
away the Indian things and have 
caught hold of the things like the 
people of the United States and are 


glad to have them. Some whit< peo¬ 
ple like to have the things what the 
Indians wear because they think In¬ 
dian things are a curiosity to look at. 
Uncivilized Indians ought to go to 
school and learn something. They 
don’t know how to travel. If they 
were traveling in the cars they would 
not know which way to go they 
would be lost, if no white man was 
with them. 

Some bad people teach the Indians 
how to drink whiskey. Indians 
never drank whiskey but they have 
learned it from the bad people. 


—September il'ith wo had jolly time 
down to Harrisburg. The fair was 
going on there and Capt. Pratt took 
some boys and girls there to see the 
fair. We saw the finest horses 
there and we saw horses racing there 
too. We had our dinner at the Park 
Hotel. It was a very nice fair, there 
were good many people crowed 
there. There is a band stand there 
and wo all wont there and got good 
seats. The rest of the people did not 
get any seats. 

—vEllwood and Moses are painting 
the roofs of the houses. They are 
painted very nicely indeed. 

—We have a new boy in the print¬ 
ing office his name Charlie. He is 
very good boy. 
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Pa., iw second class matter. 
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—“.School News” did not get out so 
soon this time. We had sore eyes. 

—Cajit. Pratt and Wiss Mather 
went to Dakota 'I’erritory to get some 
more Sioux children. 

—Every boy in this school has an 
over coat on and are glad to have it be¬ 
cause it is getting cold. 

—Mrs. Pratt was away about a 
week. She returned to Carlisle Bar¬ 
racks again on 20th of October. 

—On 20th of October some of our 
boys went to Oettysburg to see the 
Fair and took bows and arrows with 
them. 

—One day we went down town and 
got a picture taken, it was veiy 
nice one. Every Indian boy ought 
to go to Choate’s and get picture taken. 
Its cheap only 25 cents. 

—Mr. Miller and some other boys 
have cut a number of trees down in 
this ya- 1. I think Mr. Miller is very 
kind to the Indian boys. Alt the 
boys like him and so Mr. Miller he 


likes the Iwys too. 

—A new bri^'ht boy reache.1 here at 
Carlisle School on the 2*jlh of October, 
lie can t4ilk good English and he can 
write a good hand, lie is a smart 
boy. He is an .\pacho and was cap¬ 
tured by white soldiers about eiglit 
i'ears ago. 

—Prof. Lippincott most every Sun¬ 
day comes here at the Barracks. Ho 
always talks to the children and tells 
them not to swear or drink rum and 
not to use bad words. He also tells 
them how to be good Christian men 
and women. Children are learning 
how to do what he says. They think 
its the best way to be good and Chris¬ 
tian men and women. 

I’roi. Lippincott, is very anxious to 
teach the Indian cliildren how to bo 
good men and women. 

—September eth Mr Standing 
took ten boys and alsjut seven girls 
down to Mcchauicsburg. Wp stayed 
there one whole day. We ate our 
dinner and 8ui)per there. After sup¬ 
per Mr. Standing took us around to 
<ee the buildings. We went to a 
place where the men were working at- 
They were making wagon wheels. 
After that we went to the house 
called Tom’s Hall and there the boys 
made their speeches, Mr. Standing also 
talked to the people and Mr. lU'binson 
was with us he also Ulked to the 
l>oople.

Wo had a nice time at Philadelphia 
fair and we saw all of Indian pictures 
and we had a nice all day and night 
and I like that city Philadelphia it is 


We went through some 
of the 8cho(ds at I’hiladelphia. We 
went to SJinday schoed and ni< echurch 
there. We went to first to where 
ladies they learn to lie ti Jicher and 
some of them they made speak. We 
were very glad to hear that lady made 
speak and I always think aliout 
Philadelphia. We saw everytliing 
tlnue at I’hiladelpliia ami tliey giv(« 
some presents to the i ndian chitds and 
tliey was very glad to have white peo¬ 
ple things. We stay there Sunday 
and Momiay and in 'i’liesday we start 
to Washington and 1 heard Capt. 
Pratt he said some of the children 
come to Virginia s(u> fair. We was 
have good time at \Vashington and 
Philadelphia and we saw lanies dai.c- 
ing at \V a.shington. Capt. Piatt took 
us to the Capitol at M as ington and 
we saw all rooms and lady is tlnue 
She give us to drink of ice water and 
I think she is very kind to Indians. 
She is a nice lady Phi, and I will try 
to be kind to white people. M e s«*e 
there w hat a nice room there at 
C^aidtol and we see all Indian things 
at Washington. Those is id<l Indian 
things. They always talking about 
those things at home. M e saw' sriine 
of the birds they talkeil and I think 
that it is very nice to s(>e everything 
there. At i'hiladelphia, we all w'ent 
to stores to see things and a man give 
some handkerchiefs to the Indians, 
and 1 think he is a gixid man. 

At IMiiladelphia we ride in a car¬ 
riage and w e see the sick people at 
Phihidelphia. Some of old men and 
little boys and ladies. One gentleman 
he said he broke his back. That it is 
all I remember of those things what 
I I saw at Philarlelphia and Washing¬ 
ton. 
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EXPKUIENCES OF H. C. ROMAN | 
V NOSE. j 

I will uow endeavor to tell yon of 
iny experiences and travels from the 
time I was taken to Florida np to the 
present day. 

It is very warm weather at the 
South, in winter time it is not very 
cold and they have no snowinK there. 

I often judge hy Fhoida and St. 
,\ngustine, becanse I Inwl commenced 
to tind good friends there all the white 
people in St. Augustine. When we 
staid there, some tiim- theytold us they 
were very sorry and felt our hearts 
sadness, but f’apl. K. H. Pratt help- 
<-d us to support our sad hearts and 
tot*k UK away from all sadness and 
ba'l thoughts and Hinners. He can 
show to us otjr hearts properly and he 
is anxious to make Indian men d»» 
right and guide tlwm in the right way 
and he taught Oieiu all about the goial 
ways of the whites. W e promise to 
listen t«i t'.Tpt. R. 11. Pratt to what is 
said. They stayed in prison there 
three Veal'S and wf* had no si'hool, but 
('apt. Pratt showed us \ HP and 
now we und(*rstand these letters, we 
dill not know how to spell anything. 
If is not he I we stayed in prison three 


years tlierc. Hut just they liave cer 
tainlyl*ecn much benefited, we stayed 
altogether in Fort Marion the white 
people call Indians Florida boys. Capt. 
Pratt hadtw’o small boats for Indians 
to go out on the ocean hunting birds 
and fishing fln*y caught very large sen 
fishes. Sometimes we nuie in sail boat 
beyoinl l?t. .\ugustinc aUfUt eighteen 
or twenty miles lo camp, hunt and 
fish and swim in the ocean, wo liven 
in tents like s^ddiers, we made bows 
and arrows and we were seekifig for 
sea beans near tacan beach and w eolo 
tained lots of them and hroiight them 
to Fort lilarionaml we |K)lished theni 
and after necessary polisliing, we sold 
them and hows ainl arrows also, and 
w e drew Inilian pictures for the w liite 
people who visited Fort Marion and 
tliey Im night sea beans hows and arrow s 
and pit tures. Indians sold sea beans 
each at twenty live cents and hows 
anti arrows one dollar anil a half 
.Some two dollars and a half and be^t 
bows and arrows for five di.>llarH. I 
coininenceil to learn Imw to row a 
boat there ami some Florivla Isiys 
learned viU'y well. .\ll tlie J’lorlda 
boys commenced tti learn to say Capt. 
Pratt when we anxious something ti» 
buy went in (.Uipt. ihati s ofticeand 
asketl him if we could go down town 
lo M. .\agnstine and he would say all 
right and he would give them the 
pjihs to St. Augustine.

When these children 
write a letter to their home they can 
tell tlioiii a great many tilings alsiut 
the east tliat those cliildren never 
fiiiw. It is a good thing for the In¬ 
dian boys and girls to go to e<.-hool 
j but we think it is the best thing to 
come east to school because we can 
sec so many things here that w e ran 
not see out at our tribe and we learn 
miieli faster.

in English last Sahbath evening at 
prayer meeting. Most all the boys 
talk their own language. Wo are 
glad to hear when some one talks in 
English. 

—Mr. Standing gives us a lecture 
every week on Wednesday evening. 
He tells us about old people of oM 
times. He tells us every thing they 
iiso<i to do, how they found out how¬ 
to work witli iron. Wo like his lec¬ 
tures becau.se that helps to think 
about sometliiiig. 

—Capt. I’ratt’s birthday came on 
December Oth. The hand boys went 
up to his bouse and played several 
tunes before him. He was very glad 
because they played so nicely and 
that made him verj- much pleased 
with them. In the evening all the 
boys and girls went uji to his house 
and we sang a hynm before bis door. 
That made him more glad. 

—On December 17ih several boys 
ami several girls made their speeches 
in the chapel. When the children 
got tlirough making their speeches 
Capt. Pratt got up and told the stud¬ 
ents that they had done very nicel.v 
and sometime he was going to tako 
some of the Indian students to Italti- 
more witli him ami they might make 
speeches there.

STORY OF AN APACHE. 

1 am an Apache who has been away 
from father and mother for nine years. 
My father and mother were killed 
anti all my relations. My tribe were 
never on a reservation they did not 
know what it was if they were on it. 
Snell is the way with all the poor 
ignorant nation as rod men. But 
there are lots of another nation have 
the same troubles, such a.s Africa 
nation out beyond England, they hoM 
out for so long but in the end there 
will ni»t be soul of them left. 

As I was going to write for my 
own nation. I must say (*ur na¬ 
tion had possesions of America once 
botV*ro white man pvi*r tlreamed ot 
such world as America Of course every 
nation tights for their own country 
and we di«l. We fought for our 
liberty. At last there were more 
jteople than we wanted. But still my 
nation fighting yet, becausi^ they not 
know how many |M;ople in this coun¬ 
try yet they (udy think there are 
only what are out in the west and 
thinking if they kill them al! they 
have the wiiolc Cnlted States. NN hat 
few chiefs have been through the big 
cities and go to tbeir tribes and tell 
them more people iu one city than 
they evi r saw, if they take all towns 
and everybody of the west. But the 
tribi's do not believe what they say 
Not, tliey would say there are n<i otlie 
Mhitc people than what are wilt west 


They would tell them that they are 
going to kill him for telling such 
story. But my tribe did have nobody 
tell them anything about how many 
people in parts of the country ami 
also they would not believe it anyhow 
We were not far from danger <*f 
coming after us it was only ;i.'>or50 
miles from Fort McDowell of Ari'/zona. 
The wariioi*s used to go out near by 
the Fort and got horses from the 
ranches around. We would have 
great lV»waworc for joy of feast 
and distribute tlicm to every family 
and make it hiSt as long we could. 
We lived in iiuts some made out 
of brushes and grass; some huts i*f this 
kind are very I'oniforUilde, for the 
savages have been used to it t<»r sum¬ 
mer and winter too, and we eat first 
thing we killed or first we see, rats 
dogs all of this kimi of animal was 
very gwd and salt we got on the 
edge of salt river, alkali. We could 
1 not tell the ditTerence from the w hite 
1 jieople's salt it wm^ very good fi<r us. 
i At last the great chief Dalsha was 
I killed Ijy his ow n friend. Thi.s man 
I who killed the ehief brought ill the 
I chiefs head to ( amp ^ erdy. I left 
j my tribe in 1H72 going on now nine 
; years also my nation air fighting, 

1 fighting. I (;ome to coie luHion that 
! it is not right for our red men have 
I emeny w bole of the time (d their lives 
j and li\iug out away Iroiii anylKuly or 
I civili/ution.

Capt. Pratt supported all the Flor¬ 
ida' boys in St. Augustine and he 
procured for the Indians everything. 
All the Indians wore very glad and 
we like Capt. Pratt very much be¬ 
cause he is a great good man and his 
heart is weight. Tiicy had meeting 
in Ft. Marimi every xVlouday evening 
to pray to God to guide us in the 
rignt way. We bud very pleasant 
time tne dth of July in St. Augustine 
also in tiic middle ol the winter we 
had more jolly times at (Jliristmas 
day we had sliouting with boi^^s and 
arrows the best shoot received three 
dollars and a half and some of them 
foot racing and who beat rumiing 
got three dollar and a half. Capt. 
Pratt taught me, and I kept persever¬ 
ing and remember what he taught me 
in St. Augustine. After three years 
tw'enty-two young men desired to be 
educated at J^orinal Institute, at 
Hampton Virginia and some went to 
school Syracuse New York, and some 
of them in Tarry town N.^ Y. then 
came a Hampton boat to St. Augus¬ 
tine and all the Florida boys went on 
steam-boat and went to Hampton 
Normal School. Two Kiowa boys and 
I stayed in St. Augustine. Then af¬ 
ter a while we rode in the cars and 
we came to a very small town and 
we took steam-boat to Jacksonville 
and stopped there all night. Then in 
the morning we went on steam-boat

to Savannah and arrived there at a- 
i bout six o’clock a. m. and we stayed 
one or three hours, we then took an¬ 
other large steam-boat for New York 
and crossed the Atlantic Ocean three 
nights and three days we traveller on 
the ocean. I couldn’t see any land 
where I looked to the south and east 
and west. I thought the steam-boat 
would drop beneath the waves but it 
did not drop. I was scared very much 
and I was very sea sick on the ocean, 

! I layed down all the time and I could 
' not eat breakfasts, dinners or suppers, 
we arrived at New York City at even¬ 
ing about six o’clock and we ^ out 
and went in carriage and go to Depot 
and we stayed there a few minutes. 
Then we rode in the cars and go up 
the Hudson river and reached "taiTy- 
towm in the night and we rode in 
carriage to Dr. Daruther’s house and 
sat down around table we ate supper. 
That time I was very lazy because 
that I had been very sea sick and felt 
very tired. After a few days I got 
strong again and well. I thought that 
perhaps I never was to see Capt. 
Pratt again but after a month he ar¬ 
rived at Tarrytown to see those three 
boys who was there. I was much 
pleased to see him once again and he 
stayed with us only one day, he said 
to us he would visit Hampton and s^ 
more of the Florida boys that was in 
Normal School, before "he went away, 
he wanted me to write to him and af¬ 
ter he went away I wrote him a letter.

Sometime the Indians will become 
eiitirely civilized people just as good 
wnito people. If the boys and girls 
Avant to bo the rulers among their 
})eople they must get the best educa¬ 
tion .and learn how to work too. We 
don’t think these cliildren at this school 
or at any other school either will ever 
rule their parents and the old Indians 
only if they do their best, when these 
children go back to their homes far 
west if they act right and show the 
Indians about the way they learned at 
school the old Indians will see that is 
the best way to do; If there were 
many big schools like this and Hamp¬ 
ton school we think the Indians would 
got along very nicely. When all th * 
Indians become educated there would 
be no more wild Indians but all civiliz¬ 
ed and edu(!ated people. Great many 
white people think that it is best for 
the Indian boys to learn to be minister. 
It is good to be a minister but the 
best thing for most of the Indian boys 
to learn is to work. Some of the boy.- 
get tired of too much work. White 
men never get tired of working. 
Some of them are just like the In¬ 
dians lazy like to do nothing but the 
gi-eatest w’hite men that ever lived 
became great through hard work. 
We learn to be good while we are 
learning to work and if we can spend 
some time in school that is very good, 
but work and hard work is what makes 
men ^f the Indian boys. There will 
be no use for a lazy Indian in a few 
years, so learn to work and to be 
good, and honest and true. Let the 
boys who espect to be ministers learn 
to w’ork, too 


About our School 

—Motavito tends to the fires in the 
school-rooms pretty well. 

—Some of the boys and girls have 
lost good many things. Boysandguls 
wo hope you do not steal. 

—On the 112ijd of January we re¬ 
ceived 25 Creek children. Fifteen of 
them w’ere girls ten of them were boys. 

—The School News will be printed 
once a month l)ut not always the same 
time in the month because we have to 
go to school besides print. 

—Some people want back numbers 
of the School News but we can not 
send them so many people wanted 
them that they ai'e all gone. 

—On the 3d of February w'e receiv¬ 
ed 16 Cheyenne and ^rapjilioe child- 
i-en. Niue of them were Cheyennes 
and the rest were Arapahoes. 

—Justine has been to Mr. Miller’s 
for a month. While she was there she 
learned to milk, make pies and cake 
and do good many other things. 

—Harry Sear, one of the Ponca boys 
who was a st'iuent at this school re- 
ttirned to his own home in Indian 
country on the 31st of December. 

—One teacher asked a boy who had 
been in the hospital what kind of med¬ 
icine he was taking now and the boy 
said I don’t know,! guess it is “Dose.” 

—Mrs. Corey’s class A boys in Engle¬ 
wood sent us some Christmas presents 
such as knives and some other things. 
We thank them for sending Iqiife to 
us. 

—One" girl ’’was studying about 
Isthmus of Panama, so when she got up 
in the morning she said Oh, Idi-eamed 
about Isthmus of Panama last night. 
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About our School. 

^—The School News for January is 
too late. We liope the subscribers 
will excuse us because we could not 
get all of the type sooner. We will 
be more regular after this. 

—While we had a little vacation the 
cai-jienter boys made up the floors in 
the school-rooms. The floors w^ere 
made up very neatly and we are proud 
of it too, because the Indian appren¬ 
tices did that work with one white 

—fiadle Keatab Toh i.s much larger 
]"aper than the School News, and it 
tells about what the Indians are do¬ 
ing all over the country and this 
school too. It is a good paper t<i read 
and it is only 50 cents a year. I help 
to set some of the type, Charles 
Kihega, helps too. 

—So many Christmas presents were 
sent to the cdiildren. We have not much 
room in our little paper to tell about 
them all but the boxes from Engle¬ 
wood had the nicest presents. We will 
say for tl e l)oys and girls we thank the 
Sunday school classes at Englewood N. 
J., and every body who were so kind to 

—One little girl had 5 cents and she 
wanted to buy some apples with it. 
She went to town with some other 
girls and the teacher. They went to 
some other stores besides the apple 
store first and she spent her 5 cents 
so when they came to the apple store 
the teacher asked her where her money 
was and she said I have bought 5 cents 
worth of “smell.” j 


—Dr. Riggs visited this school on the 
30th of January. He has been a 
missionary among the Sioux for 44 
years. He gave the Sioux a few re¬ 
marks in their own tongue after that 
he told ns in English that lie has been 
among the Sioux for a good while try¬ 
ing to teach them about the good ways. 
_ —One of the large boys was wear¬ 
ing moccasins one day in cold weather 
and one teacher told him, he might 
get sick but he did not listen to what 
she said. So the other day that boy 
came to the teacher and said I have 
sore throat. I told you you might get 
sick said the teacher, but he said I am 
not sick in my feet but I am sick in 
my throat. 

—One time we spoke about the 
steam heaters at the boy’s quarters 
Some kind people sent" some money 
to Capt. Pratt, and we want to thank 
the church at North Adams, which 
sent S20.00 through Eva 8. French. 
That kind lady sent us four names 
for our paper. We thank her and 
wish there were jjiore people with 
big hearts like Miss French and more 
churches like North Adams. 

—White Eagle, Standing Buffalo, 
and some other chiefs and Joseph 
Esau as interpreter visited the Train¬ 
ing School-on the 30th of December. 
They spent here one day and return¬ 
ed to their home the next day. Capt. 
Pratt, g ive them excellent time while 
they were here. He let the band boys 
play before them and also the Ponca 
boys made their speeches. The Ponca 
Agent, gave us few remarks. He said 
he was surprised to see these children 
learning so fast and shall go home 
with the Poncas with a glad heart. 
We are always glad when some of the 
Indian tribes com i to visit our school. 
They came here because they want 
to see how their children ai-e gettinsr 















This little speech Reuben wrote all 
himself. Re spoke it in. the chapel. 
He is a small boy, and has been at, 
this school only fifteen months. He 
plays alto horn in the band very nice¬ 
ly. He is a Sioux boy. 

“My friends I want to talk to you 
this time. I came to this Carlisle school 
15 months ago, when I first came I 
could notread or write, and I could 
not spell the words too, but I did study 
hard in my lessons that time, and I 
wish I will always study hard in my 
book every day. Then I turned to 
learn at the band too. I am very glad 
to go to school every day, and I am 
improving now, because I can spell 
some of the words by this time, now 
let us try to tell to help us the difrer- 
ent people. We want to get a good edu¬ 
cation, and when we are all done we 
vriW be very happy to see our relations 
and I think our people will be verj^ 
glad. I guess all we learn we can teach 
them. I think that way every day and 
when the teacher tells me to do some 
thing I desire to remember all the 
time and I would wonder because i do 
not want bad thoughts, i wnll try to 
do my best. My friends i am very 
much gratified to say to you these few 
words. So good bye.” 


Maggie a Sioux girls told this letter 
to an interpreter and a teacher wrote 
it down: 

C.A.8LI8LE Babbacks, Pa., Jan. 24, 81. 

My deae fatheb : Amebican 
Hobsb;— I want to tell you some¬ 
thing, and it makes me feel very glad. 
You tell me that my brother is mar¬ 
ried and that makes me feel very glad. 
My cousins, and brothers, and I are 
all very well, at this Carlisle school. 
We would like to see you again. I 
am always happy here, but lately I 
sometimes feel oad, because you tell 
me that my grand-father is getting 


very old. Tell me how my brothers 
are. I would like to see my brother’s 
wife’s picture.- Tell my brother Two- 
Dogs to vTite to me again. Miss Hyde s 
father died two weeks ago, and I am 
very sorry. I remember all of my 
friends. If vou don’t answer my let¬ 
ter soon, ni feel bad. i don’t always 
answer your letter soon, but it is be¬ 
cause I can not write. As soon as^ i 
get so that i can write myself, i will 
write as often as I can. Tell Brave 
Bull that Dora(Her Pipe) has been a 
little sick, but is most well now. 
Tell if my grand-father is well, if he 
gets sick'tell me. You wrote to my 
cousin Robert and told him that you 
had a house to live in, and lots of pigs 
and cows and such things, and I was 
very glad. You’ve got a white man’jp 
house to live in now and I am a: xi us 
to learn all that I can, so that I can 
come home by and by and live with 
you. I hear that they have a 1 >ig j-;chf ol 
!)Ut there and it makes me very glad. 
R you can, come again, and tell me if 
you can come again, when. I want to 
tell you that some more girls and boys 
came here. Twenty-five. Fifteen of 
them are girls. There are a great many 
of us here now, and Capt. Pratt is 
very kind to us. That is all I w’ant to 
say now. Give my love to all of my 
friends.'Your daughter,

This letter was written by one of 
the Creek boys who just came, the 
day his old teacher went back. 
Cablisle Babbacks, P a., J an. 27, ’81. 

Deab Rosie:— I was very sorry to 
see you girls cry when Mrs. Craig bid 
us good-bye. I was almost crying but 
I did not. I guess this was not the day 
for me to cry so I did not cry. I am 
going to give you good advice you 
mu&t be a good girl and obey your 
teachers and study hard.

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He didn’t reply to my letter and I: 
did not hear from him but he went 
out west and when came back to Wash-; 
ington then he obtained my letter and | 
he replied immediately a: id said in 
his letter, he wanted me and the other 
boy.s to go to Hampton School but 1 
didn't like to go to Hampton 1 ^yant-, 
ed to stayed at Tarry town New York. 

I started to Hampton and we arrived 
at New York city a. m. and saw a 
great many of the white people in 
New York, we had a very pleasant 
time just the same as the 4th of July 
1878, at Hr. Deems hou'^e we luad 
dinner who is my friend, then after 
dinner I had to shake hands with him 
and also his family and I bid them , 
good-bye: Then we went in steamer | 
and stayed a little while, then the 
steamer left at half past three o’clock j 
p. m. one night and one day we went 
on the ocean we arrived at Norfork 
near live o’clock p. m. 

We took another steamer an 1 went 
to Hampton, wo arrived at the Fort 
in the night we went in carriage to 
.Hampton about mile and a half from 
the Fort by permission we went 
through the corn field and Capt. Pratt 
told us that this lield and the other 
fields were all worked in by the 
Florida boys plowing and hoeing every 
day. We arrived at General Arm¬ 
strong’s house and got out of the car¬ 
riage and went to where the Florida 
boys stayed in two houses. I was very 
much delighted to see my Florida 


friends again and we shook hands with 
them ali. Then we went into the 
room and stayed all together and they 
told me all about what they had been 
doing at Hampton Institute. Wo 
said that it is very hard toiling every 
day. We had hard work all the sum¬ 
mer, learning how to work on the farm. 
The Normal School opened at Hamp¬ 
ton on the first of October. Then 
we went to school every morning and 
after-noon and learned some thing 
every day and we worked very hard 
two days, in a week Friday and Satur- 
I day. One of the Kiowa boys learned 
very fastdiis names is “Ki-e-sh-(Jp-ly, 
his’Fnglish name is Hunting Boy the 
rebt of'the Florida boys didn’t learn 
’ very fast. The reason that didn’t 
learn more rapidly was because some 
of them was too old to learn we studied 
hard there one year and learned some 
thing every day in the spring. Capt. 
Pratt took several boys and went to 
Washington and saw President Hays 
he said he was very glad to see those 
boys, we stayed several days at the 
Smithsonian Institute and then return¬ 
ed to Hampton Virginia and at the 
desire of Capt. Pratt and General 
[Armstrong twelve of the Florida 
[boys went to a small town called Leo 
in the state of Massachussetts. We 
left Hampton after dinner and walk- 
I ed to the Fort to where the boat 
stopped and waited there about one 
hour and then took the steam-boat to 
Norfork, we an-ived there about half 
past 4 o’clock p. m..

Pratt throwed aw.av old Indian clothes 
and he gave them new white man’s 
eloth(!6 and iissisted them veiw pa¬ 
tiently to make the boys and girls of 
different tribes go one Avay that is the 
right way the white man’s way. Now 
we are following the white man’s 
way and endeavoring to get education 
and do something useful and teach 
the red men avoid temptation. First 
I did not know anything about the 
white man’s ways. I am very happy 
now that I can be useful polite and 
love God, I do not say I am always 
polite and good because I don’t know 
sometimes when bad thoughts comes 
or sin. But God will keep us from 
sin and he Avill aid us in the right 
way and I pray that he will Bless all 
our Bimighted ll:u;e and show them 
their eiTor and at last lead us with the 
white man’s good w'ay is the prayer 
of Hf-xkv C. Kom.\n Nosiq.

Ex. Sec. Scuurz spoke in New 
York at an Indian meeting the other 
evening. He said, “Instead of two 
Government schools, we should have 
ten or fifteen. Particularly do I be¬ 
lieve in the usefulness of these schools 
for the Indian girls. 

The position of these women is the 
way to the question. The Indians 
will never be civilized until they are 
attached to a permanent home and 
this wnll only be accomplished by the 
elevation of their women. I trust 
the time will come when we shall no 
longer speak of the Sioux or the 
Apache, hut only of the orderly and 
industrious citizens of Indian descent.’ 

If just the Indian boys were edu¬ 
cated and the girls not, it would take 
a long while to civilize the Indians, 
but if both the boys and girls get 
education it would not take long. 

If a boy goes out in his country 
and has had some schooling, end he 
gets a wife that has not been at school 
she would not keep the house clean 
because she don’t know anything about

I can sew 
on the machines and keep my room 
clean. When we was at home in the 
Indian cumps we didut learn anythmg 
there. But since I went to school I 
learned a great many thinjre that I 
didn’t know. The girls all take turns 
to work in the dining room. Wo 
learn to keep the dishes and plates 
clean and to Iceep the tables in order 
too. The girls all put their rooms 
clean and in order every morning. 
I tliink it is very nice to learn to do 
all these things.

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Do the Indians want to )eam to take care of 
themselves? 

There are in the United States 
300,000 Indians 130,000 arc taking no 
help from the Government, 84r,000 
taking just little help from the Gov¬ 
ernment and the others that are not 
civilized they are kept by the Govern¬ 
ment. There are not many Indians 
in the United States, who can not 
take care of themselves. 

From the above numbers all can 
see that more than one half of all 
the Indians in the United States have 
learned to think that the way of the 
whites is better than their’s and so 
they want to get into it and live like 
our white brothers. Some think yet 
that their owni way is the better so 
they want to keep it and not take the 
best road. They never will become 
civilized if they donT let their own 
way go down and let the white peo¬ 
ple’s way come up. Few Lidian tribes i 
are so far advanced that they don’t 
want Indian ways any more but wish 
to live in houses and have farms of 
their ovm. 

Indian ways will never be good 
anymore, it is all passed, gone away 
and the other way is coming up to take 
the place. We shall all be glad when 
we all get into the civilized way of 
living, then the Indians will not make 
so much trouble for the Ame}-ican 
people. Some people say let the Ind¬ 
ians get out 01 the way. There is no 
use in trying to advance them, kill 
them all they are like the wild animals 
deaf and dumb, they never will learn 
anything. AVe havo-alrc!|||v-paid so 
much money for them tney have 
never become civilized yet, but all

good peo]>le say. Oh, yes give them 
an education and plenty of opportun¬ 
ities and send more teachers among 
them so they may come up Ijcside u.s 
and live iis brothers and live m 
peace. 

Indians like to imitate the white 
people. They wanted to do what they 
do, some of them are very anxious to 
do something, but how can they do it 
without any white machinery. Some 
of them are very fond of farming, 
they tliink farming is the best trade 
and when the children go away from 
the tribe to school or with whites to 
farm they learn to farm right. 

'SVe hope all the Indians will soon 
become civilized people and we hope 
the people of the United States will 
try to advance the Indians all they 
can. _ 

The English language is mu<,-h bet¬ 
ter than any Indian language. Some 
missionaries have spent much time 
in making books in the Indian Lan¬ 
guage. There ai‘c a great many 
words in the English that the Indians 
have no word for so the white people 
Avho make the Indian books have 
to make new Indian words. So the 
Indians h.ave to learn the new Indian 
word. IS'ow we don’t know much 
about it, l)ut we believe the Indians

How glad they are 
not at their homes if they were they 
would not know how to read and 
write but if they were at their homes 
they would be in their tents I do not 
know how they ever live in them for 
at the Navajo country they do not 
keep their tents clean all of them 
dont, the Navajoes live any way. 
Theirtents made out of trees branches 
and they put on the roof grass or 
tree leaves and leave a little hole in' 
the top BO as to let the smoke out. 
They have no fire place. They made 
the ifire in the middle of their tents. 

I would like to stayed there but the 
white family that I stayed with did 
not stay there any longer because the 
Govermeiit would not let them stay 
and so we came back to Santa F<i, it 
was a nice place to live. There were 
planty of grass there for the cattle 
but in winter it is veiw cold there the^, 
snow is very deep. When I was there h< 
I used to milk the cows I had a cow 
of my own and I milk every morning 
and evening. In winter time we get 
up about four oclock in the morning 
and we churned two times before 
breakfast we had lots of cows we sell 
the butter to the officer and we kept pi 
boarding house.

We ought 
to take good care of everything that 
our kind white friends have triven us 
and also what we get from the govern¬ 
ment we do not pay our own money 
but the goverment pays for all the 
things that we get. Grown np 
people have to pay for eveiy thing 
they get their food and what they 
wear too. And we do not have to pay 
for our things yet. Now don’t you 
think we ought to take care of our 
things and the things that we have 
received from our kind white friends 
some of us Indian children do not 
take good care of our clothes, and 
some of us take good care of our 
clothes. Boys and girls let us try and 
talk the English language all we can 
if we tfdk the Indian language all the 
time we will not learn the English 
language fast. It is best for us to 
learn the English language and to try 
to talk to each other in the English 
language and so let us all try together 
to learn all we can. I heard some of 
the girls say that they were afraid 
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I they would forget their Indi.-in lan- 
gjwge if they would talk English all 
the time but I don’t think so. It will 
not hurt us if we do forget the Indian 
language. It helps us a great deal 
when we talk English. I am forget¬ 
ting the Indian language very fast 
but it don’t hurt me any it helps me 
more to learn English.

But another 
thing they can hardly hinder them¬ 
selves they are two many together 
of same tongue.

INDIAN WOULD ESTABLISH 
MANY SCHOOLS LIKE OAE¬ 
LISLE AND HAMPTON. 

I have looked over the “Council 
Fire” which I saw where it said about 
the Indian troubles and read them 
with pleasure. It made everything 
appear clear before me. These trou¬ 
bles have l)een so continued and have 
destroyed so many lives both of the 
Indians and whites, and also I 
suppose, they cost the government 
many thousands of dollars, and the 
amount in one year would establish 
many schools like Ca»-lisleand Hamp¬ 
ton. I have also heard that it c )st 
nearly a million dollars in trying to 
kill an Indian and it only takes $150 
a year to educate an Indian, why 
could any one see in, as the difference? 
The very tribes are doing outrages 
which I am l)elong to. 1 thought 1 
have something to say about them. 
It is terrible to think of their doing 
and no one can make them know any¬ 
thing of good. The only way I think 
is to move them from their own 
c-ountiy where they can not do as they 
please as they do now and force them 
to give up their children to school. 
I think the government should take 
the chiefs around to some large cities 
and let chem see the power of the 
United States, for no one could hardly 
make them Injlieve the number of the 
people. The more they are told it 
is or no use to tight against the power 
before them, it seems the more courage 
they have to tight instead of settling 


down in peace, as they should long 
ago. I tliink we can hardly blame 
them for trying to have their revenge 
as they remember the broken promises 
and shiuglitcring their poor children 
destroying them,such treatment would 
harden any nation. As one tyrsint 
thief was killed by one man of us In¬ 
dians why the whole tribe have to 
take the blame, and are forced to go 
on years living out away, fearing 
where ever they turn to be jumped 
upon by the wliites. If some wiiite 
men killed one of us, why nothing 
would be done by us. The ignorant 
race of Indians have no knowledge 
hf)w to lu’ing those who have com¬ 
mitted crimes to justice and them 
worthy of punishment. We only 
depend on tlie promise of our superior 
friends at Washington to help us. 
But I am not afraid to say many 
things have been done unjust to the 
red men. I should think the govern¬ 
ment ought to see what will be done 
to those who have made these false 
promises. Some time, or another 
we will come for that yet. The gh)ry 
of Heaven will open for the red man 
to show his face to the Great Father. 
This will only remain by my feelings.

Some days aijcoour advance class in 
tlie school room recited in a geogra- 
})hy lesson. AVlien they all sat down 
the teacher asked several (jiiestions 
and was answered correctly and 
promptly.

CUE BATTLE AtTnDIAN TERRITORY. 

Now hoys and girls look this way. 
I’ll tell you a little story ala ut our 
battle at Indian Territory. It was 
ISatunlay when our battle was com¬ 
menced. It is very strange thing to 
kill one another. Some of Kiowas, 
Comanches and Wichitaswere drink¬ 
ing whiskey when our battle was be¬ 
gin. Our camps was full of people 
running, riding on horse backs and 
having their bows and arrows for 


fighting on that great army. I guess 
C-apt. rratt know him Wichita chief 
his name it was Buffalo (food, lie 
said to his people 1 will stay here till 
in morning. And all rest ran way 
into the river for safe. We heard in 
commissary bustling them big guns 
something like thimdeilng and shoot¬ 
ing each other. All Wicliitas, Kiowas 
and Comanches were travelling along 
near the river we saw a man driving 
his wagon oxen we all i-an after him 
to kill it. And he jumped off the 
wagon and ran as fasf as he could 
after he got off the wagon and he sat 
down again pull off his l)ootsand away 
he goes into the river. So it was a 
very strange thing to see the Indian 
and white soldeirs fighting. But this 
time I have to learn something better 
first thing is 1 have to he educated ar.d 
then when I go back lame I shall 1 e 
able to keep my people :o lift it up. 
And to cultivate the ground to 
plough it and put corn in the ground 
and let them grow up ready for eat. 
So I must say to you ail never he dis¬ 
couraged try and :ry again that is all. 
I will make a speech some other time.

SPEAK ONLY ENGLISH. 

I hear every body talk Indian. So I 
sipipose that is the reason 1 have been 
talking my own language but gi-eat 
many of the boys say only the Sioux 
boys talk Indian continually but I 
don’t believe them bec-ause I hear the 
other tribes talk Indian too but every 
boy and every girl would like to know 
how to talk Sioux very much. Tliey 
do not learn the English language 
they seem to want to know Ik^w to 
talk Sicjuxand I know some of them 
have been to school about eight ye.ars 
or six years but they do not learn s(» 
very fast and they do not want to 
speak English they just want to know 
liow to talk Sioux. And now I take 
this opportunity to talk about our 
Sioux bcjys. All the Sioux boys are 
trying very hard to do just as some 
white men can do and I think some 
of th(3 boys and girls know how to 
talk English very well not many a few 
boys and a few girls too. So' if wo 
try very hard we could not speak onlv 


English so wo must talk English and 
when wo come to hard words wo can 
not say the words. We will talk In- 
dian_ again. If we talk English 
continually we do not ])rononnce verv 
well vet. So many bovs who are trv- 
ing to sp('ak onlv English thev do not 
si)eak oiit in the English, d’iiev just 
use signs to each other and tliev'looks 
like a sick man they don't hohl their 
heads np they hold'their heads down 
continnally. So I think the Engli.sh 
language is hard for ns but if we will 
try very bard we will get it after while 
it is to a hard fornsbnt we must keep 
on continnally. ()f(;onr.se Capt. 1C 
II. Pratt h.'is talked to ns a good many 
tiines about English. I do not sa'v 
1 like to talk Indian. I like to sj>eak 
English very much and I am very 
anxious that the othei’ bovs and girls 
.sbould try very hai-d to spe.ak only 
English just as very hard as they 
could do. I want to remember wlnit 
onr minister talked to ns he said now 
Ihws and girls 1 want yon to remem¬ 
ber what I said but .some boys and 
girls they don’t listen to hii’n thev 
have jnst been sleeping in the chapel.

All of these trades they 
learn Blacksmith,Shoemaker,Tailor 
Tinner, 1 larnessmaker, (Jarpenter be¬ 
sides the printing ottice. And some 
of them are working every morning 
on farm, and some of them are sweep¬ 
ing in the school rooms. And the 
girls. Some of the girls an; work¬ 
ing in the kitchen and some them 
are waiting at the tables, some ot 
them do washing in the kitchen and 
.some of them are waiting at the ta¬ 
bles. Some of them do washing, 
ironing and sewing. I wish the 
Indian boys and girls would learn 
all of these things out there. The 
Indian boys and girls are learning 
very fast this year. Some of them 
are improving in writing and read- 
ing. 

One of the Sioux boy died last 
Wednesday, he was very sick and he 
died. That boy was from Rosebud 
Agency and name is Alvan. llis 
father’s name was Roaster. He was

Inspe(!t<)r Haworth with a large 
delegation of Iiuiiatirt visited ns on 
Easter week on their way hack home 
from Wasliington. We were sorry 
that the school-room work and shops 
were all closed. Althongh they went 
through the sliops and saw what tlie 
hoys have l>een making hut they did 
not see tliem at work. The same 
eveidng when tliey arrived the hoys 
had dre.ss parade. At 7 o’clock the 
school laid an entertainment in the 
chapel. After it was over Inspector 
Haworth asked some of the delegates 
to say sometlung to the school 
Kihega the fathei-of Oharh's Kihega 
the Editor of the School News macie 
the first speech. Ho maile a vei’y 
nice speech. And among otherthings 
he said to the children: “Here ai-e 
people trying to teach yon. Yon 
must try to learn and when yon come 
hack home ymir people will he glad 
to see yon and what you learn will lie 
a henelit to them.” When he said, 
“Here are people” he meant onr kiial 
teachers wlio are trying their host 
to teach ns to live a civilized life. 
There were four others made little 
speeches to ns. They all spoke so 
good that Capt. Pratt said at the 
close. “I could sit and listen all night 
to such good .speeches as those.” 
HenryJones the interpreter said .some¬ 
thing before it was closed. He is an 
Indian hut he has learned enough En¬ 
glish so as to interpret for his people. 
Among other things he said. “If we 
Indians are willing to learn we can 
learn. ’\V’'e can learn as well as our 
fi'iendfl, the whites. We can do just 


as well as the white people. If we 
try. We have muscles, lirains and 
eyes just the same as the whites. 
If we cultivate our lirains and muscles 
and eyec we can do just the same as 
they.’’ And then closed his sjieech 
hy saying. “Don't look hack, all 
that is passed away. This country 
through here is all improved. You 
saw when you were coming, cities, 
railroads, houses, maiuifactories. 
Boys, this was once all our country, 
hut our fathers had not their eyes 
open as we have; our pale face 
hrethern told us to move a little 
further and a little further, until now 
we are on our lea^t stepping ground. 
Now, the only way ty hold that even 
is to get educated ourselves.” 

We have had many Indian dele¬ 
gates, hut those were the best dele¬ 
gates we have had.

A TEIP TO WASHINGTON.

Indian Training School for Washing¬ 
ton bu; 1 did not get to Washington 
that day becau.se 1 left here in late 
train G 30.

Harrisburg . Soon as I get to Ilarris- 
burg 1 went to the Lochitl House and 
asked for a room. AVell 1 got my 
room. There I lay wake all night 
thinking how soon I will be in the 
city. Next morning I took the train 
that leaves Harrisburg at 4: 20 A. AI. 
I reach the city about nine o’clock. 

’ Ijumj) in buss tlnit goes to Tremont 
house. There I found my father and 
I other friends. They W(>re all glad to 
I see mo. AVhen I got there they were 
aliout ready to go the Indian Office. 

, So I went with them to the Office. 

I There I set down again about two 
I hours. I could hardly set up straight 
because I been up since four o’clock 
that morning. AVe came out of the 
Office about 12 o’clock and went to 
hotel. And after dinner I went up 
to the Capitol I was going to go up 
the dome but it was very windy. So 
I only went half way. But I could 
see all over the city. And the next 
morning the Indian went back to the 
Office again to see Secretary. After 
i meeting was over we went through 
(building to see the things. 1 saw 
I Gen. George AVashington's war sad- 
; die, tent and clothes too. 1 saw great 
many things in the Interior Derpart- 
' ment what the old people used to 
’ have. I reterned on Cth of April. 
I came homo with the Iowa, Sac and 
I Fox delegation from Nebraska and 
I Indiiin Territory. Five of them from 
j Indian Territory. Three were Sac 
I and two were lowas.

farming lile. I got tired some! 
times but I thought if I get tired all I 
the time I woul^ .lot learn much, 1 
HO 1 got u[) and began to work with I 
all my might and strength until the i 
dinner or Hup[>er bell would ring.* 
Every morning I got u}) and dress-; 
ed myself and went riglit out to the 
htable and liegan my morning’s 
w(»rk, which was to fetch the cows, 
in and tie them in there |)roi)er stalls, 
feed them, then the next thing I was | 
to do was to curry horses, then I i 
had to iro to breakfast, right after! 
breakfast 1 went and put the harness i 
on the horses, or else 1 went to 
work in the tobacco jiatehes. I learn- ' 
ed how to plow a little and to harrow 
the fields, I also learned liow to cut 
tobacco, s[iud it on laths, and to 
hang it up on the tobacco wagons 
carefully, and part the leaves so 
they would not get burn and then 
to haul it to the tobacco house, hang 
it up there again off the wagon. 
The i»eople in laincaster C^)unty say 
thatoneacre of good toba(;cois worth 
three hundred dollars, I also learn¬ 
ed how to jdant the tobacco, and 
how to top it when it is seeding, 
r liked to work in it hut it is very | 
sticky work. It makes a persons' 
clothing very dirtv, and is very | 
hard to be washed out clean. I 
thiidv Lancaster Oumty is a very 


nice place, because the buildings are 
prettier than the buildings in Oumb. 
County, the tobacco i»atche8 makes 
the farms look nice. But 1 think the 
tobacco is ruinous to the soil pf the 
earth where they plant it so they 
cannot raise oats. I did not see many 
fields of oats when I was working in 
Jjancaster County. 1 think George 
VVhilker got tired of the tobacco 
work. But 1 stayed until it wiis over. 
I went church every Sunday at the 
Presbyterian church in Strasburg. 
Also I went to a Sunday School at 
a Mennonite Sunday School, every 
Sunday afternoon in a carriage, I 
had lots of fun riiling on horse back 
too. I went to a picnic too. There 
1 had more fun, 1 enjoyed my little 
summer vacation very much. I also 
got paid for my work. Then on 
the tiftegth of September John Prim- 
eaux Elkanah Alary Xorth and T re¬ 
turned to the school. We i)aia our 
own fare, it was $1.08 for each of us 
to paj'. But now I am working at 
another trade, It is the printing I 
like it first rate. I go to work in 
the morning and go to school in 
the afternoon. 1 think if I keep on 
working at this trade, that I will be 
able to establish more })rinting at 
Indian Territory. So the white 
people can hear more about the 
Indians, and will think about having 
more schools built and more Indian 
children going to school. Sol will 
keep on working at this printing 
IIkxry IS^orth.
